Evidence of the latter kind, however, is 
said by the strike leaders to be worth little. 
„A mill manager,” says President Shaffer 
significantly, can get any kind of docu-

And as to the prosperity of the non-union 
man, it can be said that this is, after all, 
due to the unions themselves—the employés 
who will always stand by the company are 
favored in order to keep them out of the 
Amalgamated association. 

At all events, there can be little doubt

DOCTORS ADVISE USE OF WATER 


Volunteer Medical Inspectors Find a 
Strange Antipathy to Bathing in 
Crowded Tenement Districts. 


The volunteer medical inspectors who have 
begun their work in the districts assigned 
to them say that in the crowded parts of the 
city the inspection was greatly needed. They 
have found many things which advice to 
the people or notification of the proper city 
It is a sufficient 
reason for ‘the inspection, say the physicians, 
that the babies need some one to come around) 
and see that they get bathed occasionally. 
„Do you bathe your baby regularly?“ 
asked Dr. H. A. Ware of a woman upon 
whom he called. 

O, yes, I do that all right,” answered 
the woman. The baby gets a bath all over 
every Saturday night.“ ; 

The woman was surp at the idea of 
giving the baby a bath every day. Dr. 
Ware's district is on the North Side, and 
is bounded by Oak street, Chicago avenue, 
Townsend and Wells streets. 

Dr. Homer O. Bates has a district on the 
West Side bounded by Halsted street, Center 
avenue, Van Buren and Harrison streets. 
The most important duty he had to perform 
was to instruct parents to give their chil- 
dren baths. 

“They are even afraid the children will 
take cold if bathed too much,” said Dr. 
Bates. Where there are large families 
‘the children are sadly neglected. One of the 
worst things that are done for children in this 
district is to give them beer to drink. It puts 
their stomachs out of order and makes them 
liable to summer sickness of all kinds.“ 

Dr. John F. Foley has been looking into 
conditions in the district south of Twelfth 
street and west of Fortieth avenue. While 
he has found few serious cases so far, he 
says another hot wave like that of Sunday 
is greatly to be feared.

The region of worst damage lies within 
an irregular ‘circle of about 600 miles in 
diameter, with St. Joseph, Mo., as an ap- 
proximate center.” 

The following question was sent to the 
bank presidents: 1 

“* Kindly wire your opinion of percentage 
of damage to corn and live stock by drought 
in your vicinity.’ 

“The answers indicate serious losses in 
the region specified. In Kansas many report 
7 per cent damage to corn; in Missouri the 
majority of reports are between 50 and 75 
per dent damage; in Nebraska the reports 
are generally between 33 and 50 per cent 
damage, while in Iowa the injury is gener- 
ally between 25 and 30 per cent. 

„It would seem from the returns given 
that a loss of 50 per cent in this district 


would be an exceedingly moderate estimate. 


This would indicate a loss of at least 312, 
000,000 bushels in the region of greatest 
drought, and probably considerably more.

WEST 1 CRYING FOR IC 


ORDERS POUR IN ON CHICAGO AND 
PRICE IS NOT ASKED. 


Burned Out Districts Place Orders for 
the Cooling Substance in the bhocal 
Market and Also Buy Vegetables and 
Milk—Charges Not Advanced Sp Far, 
but Continued Demand May Result 
in Higher Rates—Distress Never So 
Great as Now. , 


Chicago is being deluged with orders for 
ice from the drought-stricken regions of 


the West and Southwest. The dealers in 


those sections telegraph their orders with- 


out asking the price, apparently being con- 


cerned only with the time in which their 
demands can be satisfied. * 

It is estimated that from thirty to forty 
cars of ice are being shipped out of Chi- 
cago daily, which is a larger amount than 
ever before in the history of the trade. Thus 
far the prices have not been advanced, and 
the manufacturers decline to discuss the 
possibilities of the future. 3 

The producing regions in the burnt-out 
districts continue to buy vegetables and milk 
in Chicago. Formerly they sold in the local 
market. 

“I never saw such a demand for ide,” 
said President J. S. Field of the Knicker- 
bocker Ice company. Here is an order 
from St. Louis: Ship four cars at once and 
wire us when shipped.’ Not a word as to 
price. Here is one from Kansas City: ‘ Ship 
us three carsice fast freight and draw on us.’ 
The unexpected demand comes from the 
Southern cities which we supposed to be 
fully supplied by the artificial ice companies. 
They have found that the intense heat pre- 
vents them from turning out their full 
capacity.”’ 

Heavy orders for onions, potatoes, and 
cabbage are being received from the West, 
said General Manager Dedrick of the Earl 
The or- 
ders are coming from the districts that have 
in the past shipped to this market instead 
of buying in it. The demand is enormous 
and appears to be growing each day.“ 

Milk is getting scarcer every day.“ said 
the Manager of the Ira J. Mix company. 
Prices did not advance today, but it is a 
game of guess at the present time. The de- 
mand from out of town is large.”

RAISE PERSONALTY FIGURES 


Hetty Green’s vigorous protests against 
an increase of her tax assessments have 
availed nothing with the Board of Review, 
and yesterday an advance of $236,550 was 
spread on 495 acres of land in the Town of 
Lake, owned by the wealthy New York 
widow. Though all the surrounding property 
in this territory has been improved, Hetty 
Green has kept all improvements from her 
495 acres and, it is charged, thus sought to 
keep her taxes all the lower. 

The seven pieces of property owned by 
Mrs. Green in the vicinity of the Stock Yards 
were valued at $554,550. This property was 
among the first bits of real estate passed on 
by the reviewers, and the total valuation 
was sent up to $791,100. This means that 
Mrs. Green will pay $2,955 more taxes than 
she had counted on when the lower valuation 
was entered, and this is merely the beginning 
of the revision of values on her large holdings 
of real estate in Chicago. 

Hetty Green wanted the low valuation 
cut still lower,“ said an employe of the Board 
of Review. ‘She filed 
vestigation showed that we couldn’t see 
things her way. Residents of Lake have 
charged the New York woman with not im- 
proving her property in order that she might 
evade heavy taxes. The surrounding 
property has been improved, has thus in- 
creased the value of her holdings, and some 
day, they assert, Hetty will sell out at a 
big figure and then laugh in her sleeve at 
how she kept down her taxes in Chicago.” 


Look Into Railroad Assessments. 

Alderman Cullerton’s Council committee 
which is looking into the assessments spread 
on railroads by the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion is preparing much important informa- 
tion for the Board of Review.. The members 
of the committee found that railroad prop- 
erty off the rights-of-way, and hence as- 
sessable by the local taxing bodies, had 
been more heavily assessed than last year. 
Then they went to County Clerk Knopt's 
Office and inspected the rolling stock and 
trackage assessments spread on the various 
railroads last year by the State equalizers. 

Here is the list of rolling stock and office 
furniture they found accredited to the Chi- 
cago and Western Indiana road, which con- 
trols the valuable terminal system centering 
at the Polk Street Station: 

Three steam engines, value $200 each. 

Office furniture, value $200. 

Fifteen platform cars, value $10 each. 

Two wrecking cars, value $100 each. 

All other kinds of cars, seven, value $10 each. 

The committee found the property of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad which 
affords the site for the yards and the depot, 
extending along the river from Wells street 
to Market street, listed as trackage. . 

Why, that property is worth at least 
$1,000,000,"" sald Alderman Cullerton. One 
piece cost the road $485,000 at a recent pur- 
chase. It contends, however, that the law 
does not require this to be Msted other than 
as trackage. Now, in 1900 16,41T miles of 
railroad in Illinois was assessed at $77,878,- 
000. In Indiana 14,918 miles were assessed 
at $153,608,000! Doesn't that look as if the 
Illinois roads were not paying near enough?“ 

The committee will continue its work this 
afternoon and will confer with Corporation 
Counsel Walker to see if legal proceedings 
cannot be taken to force the State board 
to increase its assessments.

SUIT BROUGHT TO HAVE COMBINE 
DECLARED ILLEGAL. 


John MacGinniss, a Representative of 
the Heinze Interests, Begins Action 

Against Amalgamated Company, 
Charging Conspiracy Against Stock- 
holders in ton and Montana—Or- 
der Issued to Show Cause Why Re- 
ceiver Should Not Be Appointed. 


Butte, Mont., July 23.—[Special.]—An ac- 
tion was commenced in the District Court 
today by John MacGinniss, Vice President 
of the Montana Ore Purchasing company 
and representative of F. A. Heinze in the 
latter's fight again the copper combine, to 
have the Amalgamated Copper company de- 
clared a trust and a monopoly under the laws 
of Montana, and to drive the company from 
the State. 

At the same time the court is asked to set 
aside the transfer of the stock of the Boston 
and Montana company to the Amalgamated 
company and to have a receiver appointed 
for the Boston and Montana, and to oust 
from their positions as directors A. S. Bige- 
low, W. J. Ladd, E. C. Perkins, E. S. Grew, 
J. 8. Bigelow, and Leonard Lewisohn, be- 
cause, it is alleged, they have been parties 
to a conspiracy to transfer the company 
to the so-called trust. 


Charges a Conspiracy. 
MacGinniss is the owner of 100 shares of 
stock in the company and claims that he 
and other minority stockholders who did not 
consent to the recent copsolidation are about 
to suffer great damage because the parties 
to the conspiracy will so conduct the affairs 


ot the company as to make their stock value- 


less. 

In 1898 an effort was made to transfer the 
Montana company to a New York corpora- 
tion of the same name and MacGinniss at 
that time secured the appointment of a re- 
ceiver and in the subsequent proceedings the 
Supreme Court decided that the property of 
a Montana corporation could not be trans- 
ferred to a foreigm corporation without the 
consent of all the shareholders. MacGinniss 
alleges that in order to evade the decision 
of the court and the laws of the State the 
Amalgamated company was formed and the 
project of the trust has been attempted to 
be carried out. 

Asks for In junction. 

It is claimed that under the laws of the 
State the Amalgamated company can own no 
property in Montana, and thé court is asked 
to enjoin the company and all the officers 
from voting the stock of the Boston and Mon- 
tana company or exercising any control over 
the affairs of the company. 

The Amalgamated company now owns 137,- 
888 shares of the Montana, and the court Is 
asked to compel the surrender of the stock. 
The suit is pending in the court of Judge 
Clancy, who is regarded as friendly to the 
Heinze interests, but Judge Harney issued a 
temporary injunction and an order to show 
cause why a recefver should not be appoint- 
ed, which is set for hearing on Aug. 6.

No Wonder Chicago Is Broke,”’ Writes 
the Man, Telling of Experience at Re- 
pairing Sewer Catch Basins.

Whether or not the market value of this 
land should, as Mr. Speed contends, be made 
a trust fund for the civilization of the Indian 
remnant in the Indian Territory, it would 
certainly be more rational to sell govern- 
ment land at its market value than to assign 
it through a.scramble or by a throw of 
chance. It would also be better that such 
land should be offered gradually, rather than 
in 6,000,000 acre tracts with violent re- 
sultant disturbances in the lives of perhaps | 
several hundred thousand people. 

There may be no equally important areas 
for future distribution, but whatever areas 
there may be it would be proper that in 
their disposition not only dramatic effect 
but “pauperizing” and raffling methods | 
should be sacrificed to general convenience 
and stability and to ordinary economic 
standards. 

AS TO MEN IN HEAVEN. 

Regardless of the fact that men are having 
misery enough in the present heated term

That is 
his business, however, and he may have 
inside sources of information of which we 
are not aware. In any event he appears 
to speak with a large degree of certainty.

That is another way of saying 
that he knows he is going there. Tun TRIS- 
unn hopes he will, but supposing he does 
not, what then? Supposing he lands in 
the other place, where presumably all the 
men are! That is a possibility which should 
be kept in sight. In this world of uncer- 
tainties it is not well to be cocksure about 
anything. 

But, assuming that Brother Leach really 
gets to heaven, upon his own showing he 
will find it populated by women. If this 
were true he is most ungallant to say he 
shall be lonesome, for what could be more 
satisfactory than Paradise filled with wom- 
en? But here again the worldly Trrsuns 
is troubled with a doubt. In all the Bible 
“from lid to lid” there is no mention of 
women in heaven, no assurance that they 
are going there. The angels are sexless 
and the Cherubim and Seraphim are sim- 
ply the names of the winds, which explains 
David's remark, And he rode upon a 
Cherub and did fly.“ While it hopes the 
women are there without exception it still 
must take into account this harassing doubt. 

There is the possibility, therefore, that 
Brother Leach, who is going anyway, may 
not only find no men but no women there. 
In that case he will be lonesome, indeed, 
and, leaning over the battlements like “ the 
blessed damozel,” he may wish himself back 
here again.

THE CHINESE INDEMNITY. 

The long wrangle over the amount of the 
Chinese pecuniary indemnity and the way 
in which it shall be paid may be near ah 
end. It has been protracted not so much 
by Chinese diplomacy as by the inability 
of the foreign Ministers to agree. The sum 
due each country by China will be paid in 
4 per cent bonds, the aggregate amount 
being 8823, 100,000. Obina is to pay yearly 
for interest and sinking fund about $18,000,- 
— which will extinguish the bonds by 

It was the desire of Russia and other 
nations, with the exception of Great Britain 
and the United States, that the customs 
dues, which are now 5 per cent, should be 
doubled to provide a fund for these annua! 
payments. Naturally, the last two nations, 
each of which has a large Chinese trade, 
took exception to a measure calculated to 
decrease their exports. The impression is 
that the sources of revenue which will be 
decided om are the salt tax, the likin or in- 
terior duties, and the maritime customs, 
each contributing its share. 

When each nation shall have received its 
percentage of these bonds one vexatious 
question will have been disposed of, but 
other questions may arise in time. Russia 
and one or two other countries were ex- 
ceedingly desirous that there should be an 
international guaranty of these bonds. 
Their market value would have been ma- 
terially enhanced if the United States and 
Great Britain could have been persuaded to 
indorse them. Great Britain would not do 
this. The President could not without the 
consent of Congress. Therefore these 
Chinese bonds will not be sought after by 
investors, who will have their doubts as to 
whether the Ohinese government can be de- 
pended on to pay the interest promptly and 
take care of the principal. )
